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WARREN, LANGE & CO. 

THE firm of Warren, Lange & Co., 
of East 42nd Street, the largest manu- 
facturers of wall-paper in the United 
States, have long held an enviable position 
and their new styles are always looked for- 
ward to with especial interest by the trade, 
both for intrinsic excellence and variety 
of treatment presented. Their Louis 
XIV, Italian and French Renaissance pat- 
terns, and embossed designs simulating 
old Flemish and Spanish repousse* leather, 
tapestries, are some in shades of one color 
and others in a variety of tints. Their com- 
bined bronze colorings on embossed paper, 
such as silver, gold and copper bronze, are 
remarkably fine. They are producing 
counterparts also of patterns of choice 
silk and woolen textiles, such as cretonnes, 
brocatelles, reps de soie and taffetas, pro- 
viding with these the corresponding ma- 
terials which they specially impart. They 
are giving increased attention to plastic 
designs in relief laid on paper made ex- 
pressly for the purpose. Refinement of 
line, subtlety in the distribution of colors 
and delicacy of finish are prominent 
characteristic of their work. Their flower 
designs display something of the vivacity 
of nature. Judging by the specimens 
inspected in the new styles richer tones of 
color than in the past season will prepon- 
derate, and in floral effects— the mainstay 
of the wall-paper designer, flowers and 
leaves will more generally follow naturalis- 
tic, as distinguished from conventionalized, 
treatment. 

In brown blanks small figure patterns 
rule, ferns, daisies and chrysanthemums 
being the chief motives. There are pro- 
duced chiefly in terra cotta, buff, red and 
yellow tints. Mica bronzes are a novelty, 
the papers being grounded with mica. 
The patterns in mica grounds are chiefly 
reproductions of French upholstery silks, 
with stripes filled with floral motives run- 
ning perpendicularly. Natural whites are 
a variation from the grounded whites 
that have hitherto prevailed. There are 
some pretty patterns reproducing sea-weed 
effects and crazy, quilt motives, while 
other papers have patterns representing 
snow crystals. Other mica whites with 
floral patterns or geometrical arabesques 
are pretty and effective. Many of the 
papers are produced in dark colors for the 
South American trade. The motives in 
some cases are produced in deep red and 



yellow, the national colors of Spain. A 
series of patterns are produced on gray, 
blue, pink and gray green grounds. We 
might single out a very beautiful geran- 
ium repeat as a motive that commands a 
large sale. Other patterns consist of small 
nondescript palms, maidenhair ferns, and 
there is one curious tower and balcony 
pattern, the motive being an all over ar- 
rangement of architectural details. Other 
patterns representing oak graining, grape 
vines, rustic devices, etc. Many of the 
papers can be used for ceilings and all 
have borders to match. 

In flats, the acanthus pattern both for 
wall and border is very attractive. The 
design is produced in self shades of terra 
cotta and other soft tints, There is a line 
of embossed flats, the prevailing colors 
being orange and blue, and soft shades of 
terra cotta gray, pinks and blues. The 
milkweed and elder-berry motive, is a 
prominent one, as is also the dahlia pat- 
tern. It is produced in two shade of 
maroon and in yellow and cream. Some 
of the papers have the borders filled out 
with gilt, which renders the frieze very 
effective. 

In lustrous papers the ground is 
covered with mica, or a substance closely 
resembling same, and on this beautiful 
ground, moss rose traceries and ■ other 
floral effects are introduced. In their line 
of prismatic effects, the ground, whether 
in flat tints, or in lustrine; produces an 
iridescent shading of color that is very 
beautiful. The golden rod motive is a 
prominent device. In gilts sometimes the 
grouid and in other cases the leaves and 
stems of flowers are emplevined with 
bronze in various colors. Single print 
g Its are choice and effective goods, the 
nx fives being rings, stars and floral tracer- 
ies produced on pale green, absinthe, buff, 
erf am and pale blue grounds. The lily of 
the valley is a very choice motive in ordin- 
ary gilt and other colonial patterns with 
friezes and ceiling to match. Their metal- 
lic scrolls in French gilt effects, and a line 
of embossed gilts is as large and varied 
as ever. 

In hand-made goods, the flats are 
produced in pulp colors, the paper being 
dyed right through to the back. The 
patterns are usually scroll effects, designed 
in a high style of art. The colors are ex- 
ceedingly choice, being produced in soft 
shades of myosotis yucca green, old rose 



ceramic and shades of terra cotta. There 
are fine friezes to match. These same 
patterns were produced on mica grounds 
are wonderfully brilliant. There is a line 
of nursery papers with Kate Green way 
figures produced on pale olive mica and 
other tinted mica gr< unds. 

In double felts there is a line of figur- 
ed wall fillers with frieze to match, but 
perhaps the richest and choicest papers 
of all are the specialties of the firm, 
known as Florentine velvets. In these the 
flock designs are extremely elegant, and 
are further enriched by being frosted with 
a transparent mica flitter that glistens at 
every angle of vision. Their velvet bro- 
catelles whose bronze dusted grounds 
more resemble plates of real bronze than 
than anything else we have yet seen and 
deserves special commendation. These 
goods are of a high order of merit and 
possess essential claims for the decoration 
of artistic interiors. Their double felt 
papers as wear resisting hangings, possess 
merits of their own quite distinct from 
their recognition from a purely decorative 
point of view. 



THE NEW YORK WALL PAPER 
COMPANY, LIMITED. 

THE success achieved by this firm dur- 
ing the past season, in their line of 
selected designs has encouraged them 
to produce a like series of new selected de- 
signs for the seasons of 'i-0 and '91. These 
designs are printed on 22 inch 16 ounce 
paper in the choicest colorings, and are 
made in all grades usual in fine goods, 
flats, color brorjzes, embossed bronzes, 
etc. 

To give an idea of the merit of these 
designs we reproduce four of the most 
beautiful, namely ; hangings 459, 474, 475 
and 486. Fig. I represents hanging 459, 
together with frieze to match, No. 1108. 
This beautiful leather scroll pattern is 
produced in some of the most beautiful 
color combinations. The particular pat- 
terns shown us were a blue scroll with gold 
outlines on a buff ground. Another paper 
had an ivory scroll outlined with gold on 
a buff drab ground, while still another 
had a pearl gray scroll outlined in bur- 
nished silver on a salmon pink ground. 
The colors of the frieze are made to match 
those of the wall filler in each case, the 
only exception being that the band be- 
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tween frieze and wall usually has an olive 
ground, which harmonizes well with any 
of the color combinations. 

Fig. II shows the pattern of hanging 
No. 473 and frieze No. 1179. In the illus- 
tration of the color effects in which this 
most beautiful design has been produced 
we have seen a buff pattern on a green 
ground that produced an exquisite effect. 
The scroll wrought in salmon pink on a 
Gobelin blue ground, edged with copper 
bronze is simply a dream of beauty. For 
a reception room there could be no finer 
paper than this, and for those who de- 
sire quiet effects we can recommend the 
pattern with the scroll in ashes of roses 
on a pure white ground. 

Fig. Ill represents hanging No. 475 
and frieze No. 1 80. The mere black and 
white reproduction of this beautiful pat- 
tern conveys no idea whatever of the ex- 
treme beauty of the wall papers them- 
selves. This delicate tracery is produced 
in white on a French gray ground, the 
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Fig. 1. 

minute flower being in gold. Another 
pattern has a tracery in pure white on 
a terra cotta ground, and still another 
has a pale turquoise blue tracery on an 
old ivory ground. A fourth paper has a 
trace in blue on a ground of ashes of 
roses. The frieze in all cases as made in 
the same tints, but the border to the 
frieze is outlined in olive with a fire 
bronze leaf running along the centre. 

Fig. IV represents hanging No. 486 
and frieze No. 1188. As will be seen, this 
is an orchid pattern, a motive we do not 
recollect ever before having seen produced 
in wall paper. When one considers how 
beautiful this motive can be made for Wall 
decoration, it is surprising that it has not 
before now been taken advantage of by 
wall paper designers. While the pattern 
is large enough to suit a reception room, 
it would at the same time be eminently 
suitable for a bedroom, the soft treatment 
of leaves and flowers being eminently suit- 
able to restf ulness and repose. The flowers

themselves are produced in vivid tints of 
salmon pink, terra cotta, light blue, ser- 
pent green, etc., the leaves being in vari- 
ous tints of drab, buff, yellow and reddish 
tints on the most beautiful of color grounds 
such as water green and cretonne. These 
multicolored designs resemble the brilliancy 
of cretonne papers more than anything 
else. A buff flower is thrown upon a pale 
pink ground ; a French gray flower out- 
lined in pink and green is on an old blue 
ground, etc. 

There seems to be this fall a large de- 
mand for ingrain papers, both figured and 
plain, and in response to the demand, the 
New- York Wall-Paper Company have 
produced a line of velvet ingrains, an en- 




tirely novel class of goods, which are cal- 
culated to please the most select patrons, 
as well as people of refinement and taste. 
In beauty and effectiveness they are be- 
yond comparison the finest thing in in- 
grains yet put in the market, and are sold 
to the trade at a price low enough to 
bring them within the reach of everybody. 
It is a pleasure for us to record novel- 
ties of this kind, and we have no doubt 
our readers will feel indebted to us for 
having informed them where and how 
they may obtain original effects in interior 
decoration at prices out of all comparison 
with the beauty of the effects to be ob- 
tainedy

THIS firm had about decided in the 
early part of this year to shut down 
their manufactury at the beginning 
of the present season, on account of the

low prices prevailing in wall-paper, when 
their having secured the connection of Mr. 
Goodrich, former manager of the M. H. 
Birge & Sons New York office, induced 
them to change their minds and to con- 
tinue operations in wall-paper manufac- 
ture, but on an entirely different basis to 
that on which operations in the past had 
been conducted. The connection of Mr. 
Goodrich with the firm meant that instead 
of following the beaten track in the 
manufacture of ordinary grades of wall 
paper, the firm would wheel right around 
and become leaders in the business, intro- 
ducing new effects, and cater to the finer 
class of trade. 

Beginning operations on the loth of 
July, the firm and its employes, by hercu- 
lean exertions have made up one of the 
most creditable and original out puts for 
the coming season. Their sample books 
are now ready, and their men have started 
upon the road, so that dealers will have 
an opportunity of seeing the class of goods 
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the Westerberg-Jefferson Co., mean to 
manufacture in the future. 

A new departure in the goods made 
by the firm are blended friezes, that is to 
say the ground is a blending of three 
different tints, which after being laid on 
are brushed horizontally across in the 
machine, thereby creating a soft gradation 
of color blending. There are buff and 
cream ; yellow and white ; green and 
white ; and in fact all the well known 
lighter shades of the popular colors have 
been blended on these grounds. The pat- 
terns are stenciled effects. Marie Antoin- 
ette decorations, all special designs for 
these papers in gilt stripes, there is a 
notable showing. When we say gilt 
stripes, we ought to state that the strip- 
ing is frequently done in colored mica 
effects, the stripes or bands being perpen- 
dicular and from one to two inches in 
length. Some of the stripe patterns are 



are also brocade patterns on silk grounds 
in all the usual combinations. 

In hand made goods there have been 
created some of the most beautiful color 
combinations we have ever seen in wall 
papers. A large, isolated chrysanthemum 
stencil, admirably designed, is produced 
in a series of contrasting tints that would 
serve as models for any decorator in the 
nice and difficult art of combining colors. 
The stencil is produced in gilt and Gobelin 
blue ; drab and old blue ; a deep blue and 
light terra cotta; chocolate brown and 
light terra cotta ; chocolate brown and 
light blue ; buff and Naples yellow ; old 
blue and buff; chocolate and bufi\ and 
pale green and white. In the same man- 
ner their other patterns are produced dn 
equally charming combinations. There 
are Moorish interlacings. overlapping 
discs in white mica on Indian brown and 
variously colored flat and mica grounds. 



are passing around the trade at this 
moment, is, that in addition to their 
very elaborate and very beautiful out put 
of new and original wail-paper designs for 
the present season, they have recently re- 
ceived an importation of some new, attrac- 
tive and desirable patterns in their paper 
pulp relief, denominated "Anaglypta." 

The success of Anaglypta since its in- 
traduction to the American trade by the 
above mentioned firm is one of the sur- 
prises in wall-paper circles. However, no 
manufacturer of wall paper in this country 
can envy the firm their success after they 
have looked at the fresh and beautiful 
designs that have been produced in this 
popular wall decoration. 

We call our readers attention to the 
illustration herewith, which is one of the 
new frieze designs in Anaglypta. The 
frieze illustrated is twenty one inches 
wide, and the pattern, which is in tha

beautifully powdered with Louis Quatorze 
effects. Other blended grounds have be- 
witching floral effects in palms and green, 
red and pink flowers in fresco tints are 
arranged in blended mica grounds. A 
line of flats are printed either with or 
without gilt colors, and many of the 
friezes to match are in self tints: Gold 
flats are chiefly sold out West, because 
the demand for gold papers is more active 
than in the East. Many of the papers 
have absolutely white grounds, and the 
majority of the tints are pale greens, 
salmon reds, yellows, buffs, creams, French 
grays and the like. A few of the prettiest 
combinations consist of white and China 
blue ; yellow and white, and white, buff 
and cream. There is a range of Colonial 
designs and Empire effects with all the 
bravery of wreaths and ribbons. There 



We were shown by Mr. Goodrich 
several new and absolutely original de- 
signs in wall paper, which have not yet 
been printed. These will constitute an 
entirely new departure in wall decoration, 
which we are not allowed at present to 
describe in detail. It is quite evident 
that the Westerberg-Jefferson Co., are de- 
termined to be leaders in the art of wall- 
paper making in the future.

The ornament is produced in high 
or low relief when the material is in a 
soft pulpy state, and thus when it becomes 
firm, the pattern never loses any of the 
sharpness with which it has been embos- 
sed. The result of this peculiar method 
of treatment is an eminently artistic, 
pliable fabric, and at the same time a 
very salable one.
